Les filigranes ont d£s longtemps excite la cariosity des arcbeologues et attir6 l'attention des bibliophiles*. 
D’assez nombreux recneils de ces marques ont £t6 publics jusqu'ici, mais tous sont le resultat d’etnded 
embraBsant: soit une seule vill© ou une region tr&s restreinte, soit nne 6poqne de courte duree, telle qne cell* 
lies incnnables. 

II n’existe encore auenn travail d’ensemble sur la mati&re et cette laenne a souvent arr£t£ les cherchean 
en qufite de renseignements. L’auteur en ayant fait personnellement l’exp^rience, r6solnt d’6tudier les 
marques dn papier pour elles-mfimes et d’entreprendre, a leur sujet, une enqudte g6n6rale qu’il ponrsnirir/ 
pendant pr£s de vingt-cinq aus, en Suisse, en Italic, en France, en Allemagne, en Autriche-IIongrie, dan* Id 
Pay8-Bas et en Belgique, pays dans lesquels il visita 235 archives et biblioth&que9. 11 a releve dans cheque; 
region les filigranes qui y ont 6t6 nsites, en s’attachant k les puiser dans des documents de date cert&ine et en 
cherchant a noter l’apparition la plus ancienne de chaque marque. II a ainsi examine, souvent feuille per 
feuille, 30,840 volumes, registres ou cahiers, ainsi que 1,432 cartons, portefenilles, liasses ou dossiers de piect^ 
isol^es. 

La rccolte de filigranes ain i obtenuc comport#*, en nombres ronds, 44,000 caiques, not6s 65.000 fois. Ell*' 
permet d’^tablir, d’une part, l’aire g^ographique et, de l’autre, l’espace de temps ou chaque espece de papier a 
6te employee, deux donnees 6galement importantes. 

Les premiers antenrs qui se sont occupGs des filigranes ont estimd qne ces marques pourraient servir 
a pr^ciser la provenance et l’&poque de la fabrication des papiers qni en etaient munis. En 1804, FischcJ 
( Beschreibuvg typograph Seltenheiten) intitulait un chapitre de son ouvrage: Versuch die Papiei*zeichen ali 
Kennzeichen der Alter turn skunde anzuwenden , ou : Essai d’employer les marques du papier corame instrument 
dans l’6tude des antiqnites. Apr&s lui, Santander, Jansen, Honing et d’autres, ont enonc6 la m&me penft* 
S. Sotheby (dans : Principia typographic, Londres, 1858), faisant nn pas de plus, a voulu la mettre at 
pratique pour pr^ciser la date et l’origine des livres xylographies, mais, manquant de points de cornparaisoo 
euffisants, il u a qu’imparfaitement r6ussi dans sa tentative, comme il en convient lui-meme. Peu de temp§ ; 
apres. Vallet de Viriville, dans des Notes pour servir & Vhistoire du papier, parties dans la Gazette del 
Beauar-Arts , 1859, N° du 15 mai, p. 230, s’exprimait ainsi: “Les filigranes Studies, compares, avec soin, 
44 doivent nous dire, apres une enquete suffisamment apprefondie, et d’une faqon plus ou moms precise 
44 ponctuelle, quel est l’&ge et l’antiquite d’une feuille marquee de tel ou tel filigrane ; ils doivent noa 
41 apprendre aussi quel est le lieu ou un papier a 6te fabriqne. ... 11 s’agit done de dresser nn registre exac 
44 des marques employees par les pspetiers en divers lienx et en divers temps. Suppose/, un pareil registn 
44 dresse : la science a conquis un instrument d’investigation ou de controle des plus utiles pour scruter l’agt 
44 le pays, l’origine et enfin rauthenticit£ d’une multitude de monuments aujourd’hui donteux ; monument 
44 befits pour l’liistoire, pour la literature, ou destines (ou graves) par la main des artistes.” 

G’est cet instrument dc travail, qui faisait d6faut jusqu’fl present, que l’auteur offre aujourd’bui an pubfi 
avec la conviction que son ouvrage peut rendre de nombreux services. 

En vue de sa publication, le recueil a 6e condens6; les marques idcntiqnes ou tr£s similaires ont etl 
elimin6es. Par contre on a signale h leur place respective les filigranes d6j& publics dans d’autres ouvrages et 
reproduit ceux d’entre eux que l’auteur n’a pas recounts dans ses p6rigrinations, de manidre a rendre la 
recueil aussi complet que possible. 

L’ouvrage comprend 16.112 specimens de filigranes fid^lement reproduits par precede nntograpbiqnq 
Cbacun de ces specimens est accompagn£ d’une note signalant le document oil il a 6t^ relev<§ et donnant la liitt 
des localites ou nne marque semblable a ete rencontr6e ainsi que la date a laquelle ell© l*a ei6. Pour chaque 
dessin on a indiqu6, autant que possible, le format du papier, ses pontuseaux et sa vergeure. Les filigrane 
sont group^s alphabetiquement par families et chacuue d’elles fait l’objet d’une notice ou Ton Irouvera I© 
renseignements generaux relatifs a cette marque. 

Le tout coustitue, pour P6poqoe embras«ee, un recueil tel que peuvent le d6sirer ceux qui s’occupenfc do 
manuscrit8, d’impressions, d’estampes, d’nutographcs, etc. 

I^es arcbeologues et les antiquaires trouveront dans ce livre des indications utiles sur la forme de 
nstensile9, des outils et des armes aux xiv°, xv c et xvi e si^cles. L’artiste et l’artisan pourrout puiser tie 
motifs et des exemples de decoration et de stylisation, dans cette iconographie de Part du papier. Lrt 
historieiiB y rencontreront des donnees nombreuses sur une des industries qui a le plus comtribue d 
developpement de la civilisation et a la culture g6o6rale de POccident. Enfin les papetiers y rcl^veroni dc% 
renseignements sur pr£s de 600 usincs, dont beaucoup existent encore, sans qne lenrs propridtaires -a 
connaissent exactement les origines. 1U y trouveront 6galement des details jnteressauts sur la vie intime et 
Ies anciens usages dc leur corporation.

A remarkably fine manuscript, most probably of Eastern French 
workmanship. An almost obliterated note on a blank leaf at the 
beginning reveals the fact that it formerly belonged to a Carthusian 
monastery at Dijon : “ Iste liber est domns see Trinitatis ordinis Cartu- 
nensis prope Divionem.” Notable is the occurrence of the apocryphal 
i Epistle to the Laodiceans (here written between the Epistle to Philemon 

and the Epistle to the Hebrews). 

The character of the decoration is somewhat unusual. The six 
leaves occupied by the Eosebian Canon are finely decorated with 
intersected arcades supported by five and seven columns, extending 
down the whole of each page; there are thirty-six very beautiful 
ornamental initials of chainwork and floreate spirals, 6ome of which 
extend to more than half tho size of the page, and several having 
figures of the Apostles. The colours are blue, green, white, brown, and 
red, but gold is employed very sparingly in only a few of them. Besides 
these are a great number of smaller initals, etc.

A very finely WRITTEN and perfect mancscript of Northern French 
workmanship, about 1250.

Sm. folio, a superb ms. on very fine vellum, 530 leaves 
written in neat Gothic letter; with 164 splendidly ILLU¬ 
MINATED INITIALS of which 82 enclose BEAUTIFUL

ivy-leaves, with grotesque designs on the lower part of the 
frame and occasional miniatures which are not reckoned in 
the above number; in an old English binding of russia with 
Harleian tooling (bound about 1750) About 1290-1300 850 0 0 

In the library of Cesar de Missy in 1745, according to an inscription 
in his handwriting on the first part; and afterwards in that of the 
Duke of Sussex; then in the Hailstone collection, and finally in the 
library of William Morris, whose Kelmscott label it has. 

This is an unusually beautiful manuscript, quite perfect and in 
remarkably good condition. The Miniatures are very minute, and 
delicately exeonted upon dark diapered or chequered grounds, and 
this type of ornament, in combination with the long, straight border 
lines, ending in curves, and throwing out a leaf or two here and there, 
shows that the fourteenth century, with its ivy leaf decoration, was at 
hand. The writing is probably English. It is very fine and regular, 
in double columns, with forty-seven lines to the column.

A VERY F1NELV WRITTEN AND BEAUTIFULLY ILLUMINATED ENGLISH 

Psalter of Sarum use. The nse of gold and blue line-endings on every 
page gives ifc a remarkably handsome appearance. An English hand 
has made an obit in the September month “ Obitusdne Margarete Stow - 
return de Stowre 1 J 1 ” ; and a later hand has erased the word Papa in 
the Calendar.

Like all ancient and medieval books of the kind, this treatise was composed or 
compiled when History was still an art and when the supreme test of value was not 
truth of fact, but dramatic skill in the writer. These stories or biographies are 
punraed, not through family archives or parliamentary papers, bnt from author to 
author. In this book of illustrious and noble ladies Boccaccio puts together what in 
an unusually extensive course of reading he has found most interesting and most 
generally accepted. 

Owing to the unscrupulous way in which they were edited and re-dedicated by the 
earliest printers—(it has been said that the inventor of dedications was necessarily 
a liar)—the true author of this translation is never found to be actually named, but 
circumstantial evidence is very strongly in favour of its being, like the “ Cas des 
nobles Homines et Femmes,” and the “ Decameron,” the work of Laurent de Prcmier- 
fait. This industrious writer, the most celebrated of translators in the busiest age of 
translations, was a learned cleric of the Province of Champagne, a native of the city 
of Troyes, and was engaged in literary labours for about forty years, from 1380 
to 1420. In the course of these labours he became known to, and employed by “ Loys 
de Bourbon ”, called Louis II, Due de Bourbon, Comte de Clermont et de Foresto, 

Seigneur de Beaujen, etc., maternal uncle and guardian of Charles VI; and one of 
the most distinguished statesmen and soldiers of his time. The patronage of this 
prince would naturally bring Premierfait into notice, and accordingly we find him 
named as the translator of various Latin authors for other great patrons. Among 
those done for Lonis de Bourbon we select one, tho De Senectute and de Amicitia 
of Cicero for the sake of its dedication. Here is an extract: “a tree excellent glorieox 
et noble prince Loys oncle de roy de France due de Bourbon Conte de Clermont et 
de Forest Seign r . de Beaujeu grant chambrier et per de France droictment et bien vser 
de votre dignite et puissance teprienne ... a vons comme seigneur et prince prompte 
et pleioe obeissance du moy Laurent vostre humble clerc et subject,” &c. Louis, who 
was a grandson of Charles de Valois, being a son of Isabella his daughter by his third 
wife, was born 1337 and died 1410, so that these various translations of Premierfait 
most have been executed before the latter date. Now this very translation, an early 
copy of which lies before us, was printed at Paris and published by A. V6rard 23 April, 

1493, and is said to have been made for King Charles VIII and Queen Anne (t.e., 

Anne of Brittany), but no mention is mado of the name of the translator. Of course 
the oversight, which, according to some French writers, makes the zenith of Premier- 
fait's celebrity to be the year 1483, needs no further notice. It is simply an inference 
gathered from V6rard’s imprint, hut in assigning the translation to him some sort of 
evidence most have been present. Of course, copies of the translation exist in MS. in 
public Libraries. There are two in the Royal Collection in the British Museum, one 
of which is the actual copy of the other, including the very same set of miniatures, 
but in a later handwriting and having a later style of initial letters. One MS. is 
manifestly older than the other by many years. The older one is 20 C. V—a tall folio 
containing 168 leaves—the other is 16. G. V. With the aid of these MSS. and notes 
on several printed copies we will now examine the MS. before us. 

Here we have a thin, rather square, folio bonnd in old brown rough calf. The 
first page presents what was once a handsome aud well-executed miniature half the 
size of the page. It is now unfortunately spoiled and smeared, as if it had been made 
a play book for the nursery. It is in two compartments, one shewing the author in 
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bis study, with the usual writing-table, books, etc., now utterly defaced; the other 
shews the author presenting his book to the lady to whom it is dedicated. The Utter 
still gives a glimpse of the lady's appearance, with a very fair attempt at the portrait 
of the author in his maturer years. 

The rubric under this miniature says: “ Here begins the book which John Boccace 
of Certaldo composed, of illustrious and noble ladies, and which he sent (the picture, 
as usual, makes him present it in person) to Andrea ‘ dea Actioroles' de Florence, 

Contesse de Haulteville.” This “ dcs actioroles ", which occurs in each of these versions, 
is replaced by “ des Alpes ” in another version in the Nat. Lib. Paris (6801). Farther 
on in this preface the translator renders the passage (Andrea) “ Contesse jadis del 
Monte Oderiso et alors de Altavilla.'' But whatever might be the actual locality 
intended, it seems that Boccaccio was personally known to her, and that she was a lady 
residing once at Florence, but we shall see that when this little book, as he calls it, 
was presented to her she was among the noble Udies residing at the court of the cele¬ 
brated Joanna, first Queen of Naples (Sicily) and Jerusalem. In the middle of the 
first column on fol. I v. the author mentions, “ Iehanne la tres noble royne dc Iheru- 
salem et de cecille," and says how he would like the “ humble et petit '* book to be 
brought to her notice, but he fears that her glory and brilliant deeds, etc., would quite 
eclipse his little rushlight; and so meditating on what he should do he bethought him 
of the many other noble ladies living at her court, and thus addresses himself to tbe 
Countess of Altavilla as being herself one of the noblest of womankind : “ Tu soyes," 
says be, “ en nostre temps le tresbel and trescler mirouer et exemplaire dcs proesses 
anciennes." You are in our time the fairest and clearest mirror and exemplar of 
ancient prowesses. In the last of the hundred and odd chapters of his book be recounts 
the story of Queen Iehanne, a story, it is sad to say, missing from the present volume. 

The first story is that of Eve. 

(We notice the spelling in this MS. differs from the others we have quoted, thus: 
here we have loenges for louanges; there we have louenges : y celle, icelle, iceulz, y ceux, 
etc., shewing this to be an earlier copy. Sometimes words are transposed, as expose 
et mis, mis et expose.) Between fol. 3 and 4, at least one folio is missing altogether. 

The words “ certaine maniere," beginning folio 4, are not in the prologue, as they seem 
to be, but in the latter part of the story of Semiramis queen of Assyria, the commence¬ 
ment of which, with tbe miniature and rubric, is missing. Fol. 5 v., the miniature 
here is much superior to that of 20 C. v. Opis and Juno follow all right, but on 
fol. 6 v. comes a hiatus, consisting of the lives (each with a rubric and miniature) of 
a number of personages, viz.: 

Ceres (7). Ninive (8). Venus (9). Jeis ? (10). Europa (11). Libia (sibyl ?) 

(12). Two queens of the Amazons (13). Tbisbe (& Pyramus) (14). By the way, in 
the Dutch printed copy of 1487 Thisbe is a spirited woodcut and is represented as 
falling on the same sword that has passed through the body of her lover. Ypermeslie 
(Hypermnestra) (Ift). Niobc (16). 

Fol. 7. The last few lines of the story of Niobe and the beginning, with miniature 
of that of Ypsephille queen of Lemnos. (17). 

fol. 8,Medea (18). fol. 9 continued, fol. 9 v. Arachne. 10 v. The daughters 
of the Queen of Amazons (20). Between 10 v. and 11 several leaves are missing 
containing rest of (20) and all (21), Erythrea Medusa (22), and Iole (23), first portion, 
fol. 11, end of Iole. 

f. 12 v. Dejanira (24). Notice in the miniature, the peculiarly mediieval con¬ 
ception of Hercules shooting the centaur who is carrying off the lady. The Norman 
castle in the background and Nessus, not a centaur at all but a French dude, and the 
lady with arm round him evidently not unwilling. 

fol. 13. Yoc&se (Iocasta Queen of Thebes) (25). Tbe miniature gives rather 
dramatically the pitiably cruel ending of the story of (Edipus and his mother, only 
here she stabs herself ; the old fabulists say “hanged.” Notice (Edipus tearing out his 
own eyes. It is one of the chief tragedies of the Ancient Classic Drama. 

fol. 14. The story of Almathea or Deiphila (26), the sibyl who offered the 
sibylline books to King Tarquin, the usual mediaeval custom of showing successive 
events in tbe same picture—the Sibyl presents 6 volumes, and yet 3 are burning 
outside. The ease with which these half dozen folio volumes are held is marvellous. 

[The miniature very fairly represents (excepting the fire) Christine de Pisan 
presenting her works to Charles VI]. 

fol. 14 v. Nychostrate (27), miniature and story missing (see it in Ovid Fasti), 
at least partly the latter half on fol. 15 and 15 v. 

fol. 16. Pocris (Procris) wife of Cephale (28). The amazing want of proportion 
in this miniature completely spoils the point ot the story. (It is one of Ovid's in the 
Metamorphoses (vii. 26)). Unfinished. Now more gaps and missing leaves between 
folios 16 and 17. Aryia (29) missing. Mantbone (30), do. Wife of Jason (31), do. 
Pemhesilea (32), do. Polisena (Polyxena) (33), do. Hecuba (34), do. Cassandra 
(35), do. Clytemnestra (36), do. Helen, wife of Menelaus (37). Miniature gone, 
fol. 17. Text to 18 v. 

18 v. Circes. Miniature and most of story gone (38). 

19. Camilla, Queen of the Volscians (39). 
fol. 20 v. Penelope (40). 7 columns. 
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f. 22, 2nd col. Lavinie, Queen of the Laurentines (41). Miniature of the birth of 
Aenieas Sylvius. 

f. 23. l)ido, Queen of Carthago (42). The miniature gives the incident of Dido’s 
purchase of land when shipwrecked on the coast of Africa—the ox-hide, which she had 
cut into narrow strips, and so got a piece of land on which she built her first fort of 
Byrsa. 

Between 24 v. and 25 another omission. Missing: Nicaule, Queen of the 
^Ethiopians (43). Pamphille (44). Reayle (45). Cyrille (46). Sappho the poetess 
of Lesbos (47). 

f. 25. Lucretia, wife of Collatinus and sovereign of Roman chastity (48). 
Miniature : the tragedy of her death. 

Between 25 and 26, missing: Thamyris (49) except latter part ending 26 ▼. 1. 
f. 26 v. Lessna, the Greek: mistress of Ilarmodius. Being tortured to 
confess the names of his associates, bit out her own tongue—notice the blood spurting 
from her mouth in the miniature (50). 
f. 27 v. Athalis (Athaliah) 451). 

f. 28 v. Between 28 v. and 29 missing : Cloelia, miniature and beginning of 
story. 

f. 29. latter part of Clelia. 

f. 30. Ypone (53). Miniature seems to be the one intended for Cloelia swimming 
the Tiber. 

f. 30 v. Negulis (54) and her remarkable dowry. 

f. 31. Vetnria (55), mother of Coriolanu9. Miniature of her visit to her son, 
with his wife. (See this famous story in the second Bk. of Livy, c. 40.) 
f. 33 v. Thamar (Tiraarete), daughter of Mikoa (56). 

f. 34. Artemisia (57). Miniature of building the Mausoleum. Note the mis¬ 
leading character of the picture: she is merely cremating her husband's body. It 
appears as if he was being burnt to death. Again, she appears twice in the same 
picture—a common mediaeval practice. 

f. 36 v. Virginia (58). Missing between 37 v. and 38 are Yrene (59), Leonce 460), 
Olimpiade (61), Claudia the Vestal (62), Virginia, wife of Lucian (63), Flora (64), 
A Roman Maiden (65), Narcca (66), part of Snlpitia (67). 

f. 38, last col. of Snlpitia. A r mo aye (68) missing before 39. Birse (69). 

Sophonisba (70). 

f. 40. Theosene (71) (Tbeoxena?). 

f. 41 v. Beronice (72), Berenice (73). Here a leaf at least gone with beginning 
also of history of Orgiagonte. 

43. Emilienne (74), Wife of Scipio Africanns the elder. (See the story in 
Valer. Maximus VI. 7). 

Missing between 43 and 45 : Drupetrue (75), Sempronia (76), Claudia (Quinti) 
(77), Hipsicratie (78), Fart of Sempronia Secnnda (79). 
f. 45 v. End of Sempronia. 

f. 46. Les Femmes des Cimbres (In 20 c. 5, called The Sicambrian Women) (80). 
This story refers to the campaign under Marius against the Cimbri. The miniature 
represents their self-destruction. 

f. 47. Julie, femme de Pompeo (daughter of Julius Caesar) (81). The miniature 
refers to the incident of her meeting the servant bringing Pompey's blood-stained robe 
to fetch another—after a sacrifice—cansing her a sudden fright and death in childbirth. 

f. 47 v. Portia, daughter of Cato (82). Miniature of her tragic death. Note the 
burning coal in the maid’s left hand. 

f. 48 v. Curia, wife of Qn. Lucretius (83), rubric only. Story and miniature gone. 
Others missing between 48 and 49 : Hortensia (84), Snlpicia (85), Cornificia poetess (86), 
Marianne (87).

Here instead of Jehanne de 8icille we hare the story of Zenobia from another 


version. 
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There should follow Zenobia,PoPE Joanna, The Empress Irene, and three or four 
others, including Constance Empress of Constantinople and Queen of Naples, but the 
text concludes on fol. 66 (modern pencil folios). Such is this interesting but somewhat 
ill-used MS. 

The handwriting is that of France (b&tarde) of the time of Charles the 6th, which 
continued in France and England until afier 1475 with very little change. The armour 
and costumes of the miniatures are of the same reign of Charles the 6th. We may 
therefore assign this MS. to a time very shortly after the beginning of the 15th cen¬ 
tury, allowing, perhaps, thirty years as the interval between the first execution of the 
picture designs and their production in this MS. L. de Prcmierfait’s own dale to his 
version of the other work of Boccaccio is 1409, and this must have been somewhere 
about the same period, whether himself or any other translator was its author. 

The decoration of the first page shews fine Burgundian work, but the features and 
dresses are decidedly French. The large initials arc exceedingly fine. 

The title-page at foot has at some time had a coat of arms in the centre, removed 
and replaced by a sort of hasty pen scratches, which were no part of the design as it first 
left the hands of the illuminator. 

At a later period the volume has fallen into the hands of an owner of the name of 
De Soberas, who has made on the last fly-leaf the following note:—

A remarkably fine ILLUMINATED Manuscript, in first-rate condition 
throughout, with wide plain margins.

Sarum use with variations. It begins with the calendar, which 
occupies 6 leaves followed by a miniature of a priest sacrificing before 
an altar with a nude figure of Christ and the instruments of the cruci¬ 
fixion, a cardinal in red with a bambino, kneeling figures of a man 
and woman holding scroll inscriptions from the Psalms ( probably 
meant for the persons for whom the MS. was made), with a prayer to 
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Jesus Christ opposite, the rubric being illegible. The remaining 
miniatures are as follow: A miniature of Christ robed in green and 
gold, holding a globe, and having a saltire cross as nimbus, under a 
canopy, with two angels, on a diapered and mosaic ground; opposite, 

"Oratio devota Jhesum xptitum.” Then come Commemorationks 
Sanctorum et Sanctarum, having full Miniatures within borders of 
the Trinity (the Deity holding the dead Christ under a canopy ), the dove 
above, two angels, on a chequered and mosaic ground; S. John the 
Baptist; S. Thomas of Canterbury with his office, a fine miniature of 
the Martyrdom, the assassins in coat armour (the office scratched through 
with a pen in oblique lines, but not obliterated) ; S. George and Dragon, 

S. Christopher, S. Agnes, S. Anna (with the Virgin and Child and an 
angel), S. Maria Magdalena (a fine interior with an angel playing on a 
viola), S. Katherine with her emblems, S. Barbara, S. Margaret (face 
defaced ). Then come the Agony in Getlisemane, with the Annuncia¬ 
tion opposite (this last has the rubric “ Incipiunt hore beate Marie 
Yiroinis SecudO Consuetudinem Anglie ”); Christ Betrayed, the 
Meeting of Mary and Elizabeth opposite; Christ before Pilate, the 
Nativity opposite; the Shepherds, one a female seated; Christ bearing 
the Cross, followed by men in armour, opposite; the Offerings of the 
Magi ; the Crucifixion (with 3 officers , 2 Maries, and 8 . John), opposite; 

The Presentation in the Temple; Taking Down from the Cross 
(Nicodemus, 2 Maries, and S . John), opposite; The Massacre of the Inno¬ 
cents ; Entombment of Christ opposite; The Flight into Egypt; Yigilia 
Mortuorum (interior, with nun? and monks ); “ Commendationes 
Animarum,” nude Christ, with Passion emblems; Psalterium S. 

Hieronimi, miniature of S. Jerome in cardinal's habit . The clasps have 
been put on later than the binding, and bear inside of them the name 
of “John Brown,” with a device. His autograph and device are 
writted on the end cover (Cent, xvi), and in the first cover is the 
following inscription : “ The Gift of Lady Ayloff to John Topham Esq . 

1783.” The small initial miniatures are very delicately finished, and 
the whole of the decorations of the volume are of high artistic value.

This charming little volume commences with a Calendar, every page containing 
half the month, the left hand beginning with the KL. or Kalends and going down 
to the 15th, the right from the 16th to the end. Each page has a 3-side or 
bracket-border panel, with a yellow ochre ground mixed with powder-gold, on which 
aro painted cat flowers, birds and insect*, branches of brown-gold or coloured acanthus 
of the kind distinguished as of Gantois origin, but employed ail over Flanders. Again, 
at foot of each left page is the month or occupation scene, and in the border opposite 
the zodiacal sign, January having Aquarius—here a very realistic naked boy standing 
in the sea with a water-bottle in each hand, out of which he is ponring water. The 
usual occupations are toi well known to need description ; they never vary very much. 

Nor are these little pictures of any special interest, except perhaps for costume, which 
thev render very exactly. Here wc see to the life how the farmer of the 15th century 
looked, what he wore and what sort of tools he used. April shews us the young 
gallant with his hawk. May, the lovers. Junius, a characteristic scene in the grass 
field on a mowing day. The cancer, or crab, opposite is a scarlet fish with ten legs. 

In October the scorpion is “ an evolution from subconscious cerebration,’' simply joints 
and legs. Undoubtedly the flower-painting in these borders w perfect beyond praise. 

The Calendar is of Roman use. After it come two blank up , and on the verso of 
fol. 14 is painted the favourite and oft-repeated figure of the “ Silvator Mundi,” or, as 
sometimes called, the Sancta Facies. Of the many examples with which it may be 
compared, it is unquestionably equal to the best of them. This is saying a great deal, 
for it may be seen in several of the finest and earliest MSS. in the British Museum, 

«.<?., in Egerton 1147, Rothschild No. IV (add. 35313), and in some very fine examples 
iu private hands. They all differ in detail, iu the fingers, or the cross, or the jewels, 
and the expression varies; some faces are more serious or more care-worn, but the 
general intention is the same in all. In fact, none were slavish copies, but it is quite 
clear that they have all sprang from the same original model, and this model wus 
a production of the late 15th centnry. One of the most highly finished and perfect 
examples is the fine Salvator Mundi assigned to Qnenlin Massys, or Matsys, and now 
in the Louvre, but whether this be the fountain-head or not is not easy to say; it is 
most probably itself merely an example among others of eqnal merit, but it shews the 
influence of this master on those who followed him, as the present miniature, although 
differing in the arrangement of the hands and other details, shews, if not suggested 
by the Massys picture, that both painters had seen the same prototype. One other 
miniature in this volume seems to have come from this painter's hand ; the rest, 
though having a similar look, are of inferior skill, or at least less careful finish. They 
arc all skilful, and all shew the practised miniaturist. 

The list begins with the Invocation, “ Salve Sancta Facies,” and the two pages 
form a coup d’ail in a framework of Flemish Renaissance architecture, and floral em¬ 
bellishments not easily surpassed. It is a typical presentation of the miniature art of 
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West Flanders during the early years of the 16th century. It should be noticed that 
the earlier Italian manner of forming the capital letters of the inscriptions or the white 
bands in the lower borders is made me of, where the peculiar form of the M—viz., M— 
misled some earlier writers on art to give Jan Memmelinck the name of Hemmeiinck. 

f. 16, end of section In capitals, Per omnia secula seculornm. “ World without 
end.** Amen.

The text includes the services for each of the 7 Canonical Hours to fol. 23 v. 
They are very brief, being only such portions as are not given in the Honrs of the 
Virgin beyond the Iotroits. 

24 v. Miniatnre of Pentecost , being frontispiece to the Hours of the Holy Spirit, 
another abridgment,.with very fanciful architectural borders on green, grey, and lake 
grounds, with groups of flowers, which, as usual, aro the best part of the ornament. 
In the miniature the execution is much superior to the previous one. 

On the side label of 24 v. is the ribbon inscription Veni Creator Spirit, and similar 
passages on other pages. To each page of text at these headings is a large initial on 
a coloured panel, composed of Gantois foliages, and scattered throughout the text are 
a great many smaller ones in lilac letters on red-gold panels. A white dove at foot, 
on a leadeu-grey ground with strawberries, holds a label with the words £mitte 
Spiritum. 

The Hour-Services are given as in previous section, ending on fol. 29 v. Fol. 30 
blank. 

30 v. Miniature of Madonna and Child, enthroned, to Mass of the Virgin, to 
fol. 40. f. 40 v. and 41 blank. 

f. 41 v. We now reach the Honrs of the B. Virgin Mary, with the usoal Minia¬ 
ture of the Annunciaton, but in a different treatment from the common Flemish one, 
which is best known from the work of Peter Christus. Usually the Virgin kneels at 
a prie-dieu with her back towards the Angel, and turns half round as she listens to the 
message. Here she faces Gabriel, her hands crossed on her bosom. Brightness of 
colour is got from the deep red hangings of her bed, and the bright emerald of the 
cloth over the prie-dicu, as contrasted with her own rich blue gown and the vestments 
of the angel. The recessed back of the picture is cool brown and grey. The green is 
repeated in the lower border by trees, pot of flowers, of a cock, and the ground of two 
arches. The text page has a similar border, but At foot a mediaeval Merman is shooting 
at the peacock while a Mermaid sits behiud : beyond is a river, then a landscape with 
church. At top are green and bine panels. Here, too, the Miniature—now unfor¬ 
tunately injured in the face of Gabriel—shews good and careful finish. 

Service ends on f. 57. 57 v, 58, blank. 

58 v. Miniature of the Visitation. Frontispiece to Lauds. Another excellent 
piece of work. Draperies and features good, background of buildings. Borders yellow- 
gold washed, and filled with cut flowers, butterflies, etc., of most exquisite delicacy. 
Large initial D of the usual Gantois type on pink panel, f. 68, f. 68 v, 69, blank. 

fol. 69 v. Miniature of Nativity, or Adoration of the Holy Child, osual frontis¬ 
piece to Prime. Borders cat flowers, i.e., roses and carnations on yellow ground, brown 
foliage and birds. Initial D on blue panel. Here the surface has been somewhat 
rubbed, so as to rather spoil the brilliancy of the original work, bat is by same hand as 
the Visitation. Ends 73 v. 74 blank. 

74 v. Angel appears to Shepherds. Note costumes and bagpipes. The usoal 
frontispiece to 'force. The initial D here has a bright green panel. Borders, flowers 
and insects, etc., as before. The work by same hand as Visitation. End f. 78. 78 v. 
and 79 blank. 

f. 79 v. Miniature of Adoration of Magi. Frontispiece to Sext. Initial D on 
rose-pink. Here the treatment of the borders recall the peculiaritv of some of the 
Grimani Breviary miniatures, where it seems as if the vellum containing the miniature 
and that with the text were laid over the middle part of a landscape. On the left is a 
boy climbing a tree to get at a bird’s nest, And on the right a boy like a negro has 
climbed and caught a large bird by the neck. At foot are two highly finished mytho¬ 
logical combats. A river runs across both pictures. End fol. 83. fol. 83 v, and 84 
blank. 

84 v. A very pretty miniatnre of the Presentation in the Temple. Frontispiece 
to None. Initial D on slate panel. We cannot but notice that the man who served as 
model for the High Priest in this picture is evidently the same as the seated shepherd 
on fol. 74 v, and Joseph on fol. 69 v. Two flower borders on yellow gold. End on fol. 88. 
88 t. and 89 blank. 

fol. 89 v. Miniature of the Murder of the Innocents. Vespers. This miniature 
is not of the same high standard as that of the rest of the l>ook. The colour and 
costumes give it interest. These two pages form another instance of inlaying on full- 
page landscape.-. Ends fol. 96 ; 96 v. and 97 blank. 

97 v. The Flight into Egypt. This is a subject that sometimes is placed here 
and is sometimes replaced by one or two other subjects, as Christ before Pilate, or 
Assumption or Coronation of the Virgin. Much depends on locality and patterns in 
use where the MS. was illuminated. The peacocks and flowers in these pair of borders 
strongly recall the same objects in Egerton 2125, a MS. which shows the same patterns 
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used by Gerard David and his wife. The Joseph in the Flight into Egypt is the same 
individual previously noticed. End fol. 102 ; fol. 102 v and 103 blank. 

103 v. Miniature of Coronation of the Virgin—the nsual picture to this section, 
viz., “The Office of the Virgin for Advent.” This miniature is another of the less 
carefnl works. The more they are examined the more probable it seems that the 
master-hand had an assistant who tried hard to imitate the pattern. The flowers and 
snails in the borders again recall the borders of Egerton 2125. Office ends foL 110 v. ; 
f. 111 blank. 

f. Ill v. Miniature of the- Penitence of David—a usual frontispiece to the 
Penitential Psalms, which begin on fol. 112. This is one of the best pictures in the book. 
It is most like the master’s hand. The border is mostly of the intercepted landscape 
6ort, with a brown gold tower with recesses and ornamental mouldings on the left side, 
and a handsome pillar, fountain, and basin on the right. This is rather a long office, 
and extends to the Litany of the Saints on fol. 121 v.to 126 v., The Eyrie. Endf. 130 ; 
f. 130 v. and 131 blank. 

fol. 131 v. Miniature of the Raising of Lazarus, by the ordinary hand. The 
Joseph of the Flight is here the Christ, with the usual Flemish defect of big head and 
short stature. The border is architectural with coloured grounds. The very appro¬ 
priate symbols of skulls : one at top, with motto, Tempus veniet, “time will come.” 
One at foot, with Cogita mori, “ Think to die ; ” again, on right, Tempus veniet omni. 
“ The time will come to everyone.” Re(quies) in pace, amen, “ Rest in peace,” (at foot) 
“amen.” The Office which follows on f. 132 is that of the Vigils of the Dead. Of 
this, the first part goes down to f. 139. 139 is the Dirge (a service in church), f. 149 v., 
The Rcqnicm. The burial service ends on f. 166 v. 

167. With pretty three-side bracket of flowers and tiny picture of a Pietk begin 
the Prayers to the B. Virgin Mary. Initial O (containing the picture). Obsecro te 
Domina seta Maria, etc. 

fol. 170. O intemerata and in cternum benedieta . . . virgo. Ends fol. 174 v. 

175. Hymn Stabat mater dolorosa, iuxta crucem lacrimosa, dum pendebat filius. 
This beautiful hymn ends on fol. 176. Here follow a few prayers and memories of 
several saints usually here recorded, concluding with the story of the Passion from the 
Gospel of St. John/ 

In a contemporary but lighter hand is added a prayer of the blessed Thomas 
Aquinas. 

This ends the text on fol. 193 v. 

In going through the miniatures and ornaments of this manuscript we cannot but 
notice the dark Spanish or Portuguese features of the persons represented, and most 
strongly perhaps in the David (fol. Ill v.). We also note the peculiar touch in some 
scenes of a woman’s hand. The skill here shown in the miniatures, however, is not that of 
quite so accomplished a miniaturist as Cornelia Cnoop, the wife of Gerard David, but it is 
skilful, and to all appearance, feminine work. It is work also pointing to the Spanish 
Netherlands, and the school of Bruges. On the whole—for we cannot pretend to 
enumerate all the little marks of circumstantial evidence— it seems quite within the 
range of possibility that this is one of the early works of Simon Bynnynck of Bruges. 
He is best known by the eleven miniature sheets in the British Museum called the 
Portuguese Genealogies, a work in which he was assisted probably by his daughters, 
of whom he had five, some no doubt trained miniaturists. The eldest, Lavinia, after¬ 
wards married George Teerlinck. She was a pupil of her father, and came over to 
England and was employed at Court under Edward VI., Mary, and Elizabeth. The 
work in this MS. may well have been done whilst she lived at home with her father, 
who in 1518 settled finally at Bruges. (He was a native of Antwerp, and became a 
Member of the Guild of St. John and St. Luke at Bruges in 1508.) Now this MS. 
may well have been executed by Simon and his eldest daughter from about 1520 
onward. The Genealogies were begun about 1530. He is identified by M. Pinch art 
with Simon Bering, who painted a book of armorial escutcheons of Knights of the 
Golden Fleece. As for the handwriting, there were resident Italians and Spaniards 
employed as copyists in Bruges at that time. What the younger daughters did is not 
known, but Lavinia (or Lievine) was noted as a most skilful flower painter, and the 
delicacy and high finish of these borders would seem to demand the light and refined 
touch of a woman's hand, not to speak of the weaker and less sympathetic work on 
several of the miniatures and calendar pictures of the months, which may have been 
the work of a younger daughter of Bynnynck.

First Edition of one of the most celebrated of illustrated books. 
It is a volume of extraordinary interest, embellished with npwards of 
2250 woodcut engravings of the principal events, characters, and cities, 
described in the work, executed in a spirited style by the ingenious 
artists, Michael Wolgemuth and William Pleydenwurff, as the last 
colophon in the work informs us. This colophon is given at length in 
the Bibliotheca Spenceriana, where will be found the fullest and 
liveliest description of the volume, with faint facsimiles of a few of 
the cuts. A colophon, given above, denotes Hartmann Schedel as the 
author or editor. The present copy is perfect, with the unnumbered 
leaves which are frequently wanting. 

One of the most striking pictures in the volume is on folio 264, 
a grotesque Dance of Death, containing five very large figures. There

Extremely rare. The several issues of the second Prayer Book 
of Edward VI are probably even rarer than those of the first. This 
must be one of the finest copies in existence of this issue.

Commonly known as Archbishop Land's Book of Common Prayer, as he and 
Bishop Wren were associated with the Scottish bishops in preparing it, though Land 
asserted that he had been desirous of introducing the English Book of Common 
Prayer without alteration. The book was very unpopular and was soon withdrawn. 

The attempt to use it in St. Giles’ Cathedral, Edinburgh, on Sunday, 23 July, 1637, 
occasioned a riot, which is popularly said to have been started by a woman named 
Jenny Geddes who flung her stool at the head of the Bishop of Edinburgh, David 
Lindsay. 

The above is a copy of the earliest issue with the catchword “ Certaine ” on 
the last page, which refers to the two leaves Certaine Godly Prayers ”, forming part 
of a supplement which it was decided not to proceed with.

On the title page is the almost contemporary 
signature of Thomas Horton, who bought the book for 4#, and the somewhat later one 
or Robert Bateman ; also the eighteenth century signature of William Spencer.

This fine and perfect copy, in the original binding, of one of the 
most sought for of American books, is of paramount importance on 
account of its associations. 

THE BOOK BELONGED TO NATHANIEL HAWTHORNE, 
and has been the property of the Hawthorne family of Salem for more 
than two hundred and twenty-five years. The name of the first 
emigrant of the name is at the top of the title-page: 

William Hawthorne Senior, his booke, 1677. 

The first owner has been described in the Introduction to TJ*e 
Scarlet Letter: 

“ This grave, bearded, sable-cloaked, and steeple-crowned pro¬ 
genitor,—who came so early, with his Bible and his sword, and trod 
the unworn street with such a stately foot, and made so large a figure, 
as a man of war and peace.” 

The second owner was his son, not less famous, the “witch judge” 
of Salem. His autograph is at the bottom of the title-page: 

John Hathorne his booke. 

The same autograph occurs on both fly-leaves, front and back, the 
last with the date 1682 added. Of him his descendant in The Scarlet 
Letter says: 

He “inherited the persecuting spirit, and made himself so con¬ 
spicuous in the martyrdom of the witches, that their blood may fairly 
be said to have left a stain upon him. So deep a stain, indeed, that 
his old dry bones in the Charter Street burial-ground, must still retain 
it, if they have not crumbled utterly to dust!” 

The book seems next to have descended to John Hathorne's son 
Joseph, whose autograph is on the front fly-leaf: 

Joseph Hathorne His Book 1739/40. 

He seems to have been a man of quiet, peaceful pursuits and was, 
according to Hawthorne’s biographer, known as “Farmer Joseph.” 

Other members of the family who have written their names in the 
book are: “John Hathorne” and “J. Hathorne, Junr.” both differing 
from the signature of the “ witch-judge,” one probably that of his 
son, the other of his grandson; “William Hathorne, His Book. 
Parama[ri]bo, December ye 12-1716,” probably the son of William 
Hawthorne, first, and brother of John Hawthorne, first, and a sea 
captain; “Nathaniel Hathorne” several signatures, one dated “March 
ye 12th 1789/90,” probably the grandson of Joseph Hathorne and the 
father of the author. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne, author of The Scarlet Letter , came into pos¬ 
session of the book in 1838, and his autograph signature, accompanied 
in each case by the date 1838, is found in four places in the volume. 

On the blank leaf which completes signature “n ” he has written: 

Nath 1 . Hawthorne’s Book, 

given him by his Kinswoman,

This valuable and curious dictionary is still of great use for explaining the mean¬ 
ings of now obsolete words and phrases of the time of Shakespeare. The author called 
it an alvearie or beehive—he tells us in his address to the reader—because the material 
had been gradually collected for 18 years by his pupils. It was brought out mainly at 
the expense of Sir Thomas Smith, Queen Elizabeth's principal secretary, and Alexander 
Nowell, Dean of St. Paul’s, and dedicated to William Cecil, Lord Burghley. Com¬ 
mendatory verses by Arthur Golding, Abraham Fleming, Richard Mulcaster, and others, 
are prefixed. 

The first edition (1574) was termed a “ Triple Dictionaire”, as comparatively few 
Greek words were given : “ As for Greeke I coulde not ioyne it with cuery Latin

A highly interesting and important letter. The relations between England and 
America bad for some years been strained, and in this same year 1764 Franklin came 
to England with a petition setting forth the increasing power of proprietaries, asking 
the King to purchase the jurisdiction from the proprietors and vest the government 
directly in the Crown. This was the first great step towards the Revolution in 
Pennsylvania. 

“ You cannot conceive the Satisfaction & Pleasure you give your 
Friends here by your poetical Letters, ... So excellent a Manner of 
Writing, seems to me a superfluous Gift to a mere Printer. If you 
do not commence Author for the Benefit of Mankind, you will certainly 
be found guilty hereafter, of burying your Talent. . . . Oar petty 
publick Affairs here are in the greatest Confusion,—and will never, in 
my Opinion, be compos’d, while the Proprietary Government subsists— 

I have wrote a little Piece ... t-o persuade a Change.—People talk 
of sending me to England to negociate it . . .” 
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171 LAMB (Charles). A. L. s. to Robert Southey. A most 

interesting specimen, being of much earlier date than the 
majority of extant letters by this gifted author, written in 
1798, shortly after the publication, in conjunction with 
Coleridge, of a volume of poems. Unpublished. 3 pp.,

It is probable that some friction had arisen on this subject, as the 
letter contains the following passage:— 

“ Samnel Taylor Coleridge, to the eternal regret of his native 
Devonshire, emigrates to Westphalia . . . ‘Poor Lamb (these were 
his last words) if he wants any knowledge , he may apply to me . . . 
in ordinary cases I thank’d him, I have an Encyclopedia at hand, but 
on such an occasion as going over to a German University, I could not 
refrain from sending the following propositions, to be by him defended 
or oppugn’d (or both) at Leipsic or Goetingen” . . .

It is also interesting as showing that Marryat made very few alterations 
in his manuscript, and must have re-written very considerably in the 
proofs, as several passages bear evidence of having been entirely over¬ 
hauled and re-arranged, appearing in the printed work in very different 
form from the MS.

The first edition of the Imperial Gazetteer of India was published in nine volumes in 1881. 
A second edition, augmented to fourteen volumes, was issued in the years 1885-7. A revised 
form of the article on India, greatly enlarged and brought up to date,"appeared in 1893, trader 
the title of “ The Indian Empire : Its Peoples, History, and Products." All of these were 
edited by the late Sir W. W. Hunter, k.c.s.i., whose untimely death in 1900 has deprived the 
present edition of the advantages of his ripe experience and literary skill. 

The second edition having passed for some time out of print, it was resolved hy the Govern¬ 
ment of India that a new edition should be prepared in connection with the Census of 1901. 
The changes, however, that have been introduced, both in the general scheme and in the methods 
of compilation, may justify its being considered as a new work rather than a new edition. The 
bulk will be raised from fourteen to twenty-six volumes, including a COMPANION ATLAS ; 
and the single volume of “ The Indian Empire ” has been expanded into four volumes, entitled 
respectively “Descriptive,” M Historical,” “ Economic,” and “ Administrative.” A new map of 
India, on a large scale, is also prefixed to each volume.

The printed vellum volume known under the title of The Prayer Book of the Emperor 
Maximilian I., is preserved partly in the Royal State Library in Munich and partly in the 
Municipal Library at Besan<,*on. The fragment at Munich is adorned with borders drawn by 
Albrecht Diirer and Lucas Cranach, while the designs in the portion at Besanpon we 
executed by Albrecht Altdorfer (?), Hans Baldung, Jorg Breu, Hans Burgkmair, and Ha 
Diirer. Unfortunately one or two of the sheets of the Besan^on portion have been lost, 1 
it has been possible to complete the text from the non*illustrated copies in the British Muson 
and other collections. C 

Attention has already been drawn to the artistic value of the Munich portion by Joachim 
von Sandrart, and the borders designed and drawn by Diirer became generally known by the 
lithographs published in 1808 with the title Albrecht Diirer's Christlich-Mythologinche Hand - 
zeichnuvgen. They have since then been repeatedly brought before the public, with ar J 
without the enframed text The best of these reproductions, carried out by Georg Hirth 
1883, includes the designs by Cranach, which were first made known in 1818, but without tl 
text/ But in all cases these editions lea^ much to be desired in their completeness as well i 
in fidelity to the original 

The fragment preserved at Besan<?on was first brought to light in 1879, and its connection 
with the Munich volume was recognised by Adolf Bayersdorfer. But, with the exception of 
a few very meagre reproductions published by Chmelarz in 1885, this portion has neve 
become generally known. 

In order to make this unique Book of Prayers universally and worthily known, the edit* 
has devoted the work of ten years and a considerable sum of money, and has endeavoured ! 
attain a faithful facsimile which shall not only contain all the drawings, even to the smalle 
pencil stroke, of both portions, but also many unornamented pages, taken from the copy At 
Vienna. After trial of many methods, photogravure proved the most capable of reproducing 
most clearly the faded drawings of the original. Everything, even to the smallest detail, is 
here reproduced in colours, and even the paper presents the appearance, both in colour and 
transparency, of ihe vellum on which the original was printed and drawn. 

The work consists of an introduction and 324 photogravures in 4-11 colours (27*8 by 
19 cm ). These form a sewn volume and are enclosed in a box covered with buckram. If 
desired the work can be obtained handsomely bound in leather w'ith brass ornaments, the 
whole copied from a Diirer design. A description of the binding will be sent if required. 

After March 15th, 1908, the subscription price will be raised to 
unbound and £30 bound. The work cannot be reprinted.
